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DETAILED ACTION 

7. Formal Matters 

A. The Amendment dated 1 1/19/04 has been entered into the record. 

B. Claims 29, 30, 32 and 40-48 are pending and are the subject of this Office Action. 

C. All Statutes under 35 USC not found in this Office Action can be found, cited in full, in a 
previous Office Action. 

2. Claim Objections 

A. The objection to claim 42 has been withdrawn in view of Applicants' amendment to the claim to 
remove the word "a." 

3. Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, first paragraph - scope of enablement 

A. Claims 29, 30, 32 and 40-48 remain rejected under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, for the reasons 
already of record on pages 3-4 of the Office Action mailed 6/10/04. Applicants have amended claim 29 to 
recite that the patient is diagnosed with PGF2a-associated cardiac hypertrophy. This amendment, nor the 
following arguments, are deemed persuasive. While the amendment to claim 29 does limit the scope of 
the claims to hypertrophy involving PGF2a, the issue is raised as to how to diagnose a patient with 
"PGF2a-associated" cardiac hypertrophy. It is not understood how this term is defined. The specification 
only demonstrates that rats administered fluprostenol develop cardiac hypertrophy. There is no teaching 
in the specification as to how to diagnose in a human that PGF is the cause of the hypertrophy. 
Furthermore, Applicants argue that the specification and cited references demonstrate that the in vivo and 
in vitro models used are art-recognized. Though the specification does disclose references showing the 
use of in vitro models to study mycytes and other in vitro procedures, the only pertinent section of the 
specification is part (a) under "In vivo assays" on page 12 since the claims are drawn to in vivo methods 
of use. While Lai et al teach that rats with Mi-induced hypertrophy have elevated levels of PGF, the 
reference does not teach that lowering this level of PGF in rats will produce a similar effect in humans. In 
other words, no art-accepted model has been referenced in the specification regarding the use of a 
fluprostenol rat model as an indication of successful treatment of PGF-associated cardiac hypertrophy in 
humans. 
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4. Conclusion
